The Ailing House 
Exposed 
Dry Well 


BY ROGER C. WHITMAN 


Q- In the kitchen of my apart- 


ment, the range is very ciose to 
a wall. To protect this wall. I 
put on a plastic-coated, adhesive- 
backed paper. The wall is a kind 
of plasterboard. When the kitchen 
was painted, the paper covering 
was removed and in the process, 
the outer finish from the 
dry 


wall was also removed, leaving 
a rough finish not covered by 
the subsequent painting. I 
in- 


tend to have the kitchen repaint- 
ed. How can I treat this area 
so that a smooth finish may be 
obtained? 


A- The dry wall should 
be 


thoroughly dry and as dust-free 
and greas>e-and-wax free as pos- 
sible. Then coat with a thin coat- 
ing of shellac or varnish and al- 
low to dry. Then rub 
lightly 


with fine sandpaper. The shellac 
or varnish will hold the fibers 
stiff, so that the sandpaper will 
cut them off smoothly; other- 
wise, the soft fibers would 
be 


torn. Wipe off all dust, t h e n 
Daint as desired.

Faith in God Brought Them 
Through Ordeal After Plane 
Crashed, Couple Asserts 


WHITEHORSE, Yukon Territory (AP)—A California 


pilot and Brooklyn coed felt their strength flowing back 
today in a Whitehorse Hospital after a seven-week ordeal 
of hunger and cold in the sub-zero Canadian north. 


They said faith in God brought them through after 


their plane crashed Feb. 4. 


Helen Klaben, 21, and Ralph Flores, 42, a father of 


six from San Bruno, Calif., said they survived on melted 
snow for the last six weeks. 


"It was water for breakfast, water for lunch and 


water for dinner," said Miss Klaben, managing to smile 
for her rescuers although she had a broken, gangrenous 
right foot and a broken left arm and was gaunt from 
hunger. 


She lost 30 pounds — and 
the heavily-bearded Flores 
lost 40 — but Miss Klaben 
quipped: "That was one 
good thing about the ex- 
perience. I used to be 
pleasingly plump'." 
Flores, a pilot and electrician, 


also is a Mormon lay preacher.

Defeat Reapportionment Referendum 


One of the state referendum questions 


in the April 2 election concerns a change 
in the constitution to permit the Legis- 
lature to delay reapportionment of Senate 
and Assembly seats one session after the 
decennial federal census. In brief, the 
referendum, if approved, would simply 
permit the Legislature to put off for an- 
other two years a job albeit difficult which 
should be done"in accordance with the, 
basic principle of equal representation for 
each state resident. 


To say that delaying reapportionment 


until the second session of a decade be- 
cause such a delay would give the Legis- 
lature more time to act judiciously and 
fairly is just a smoke screen. As everyone 
knows, the decennial census is taken in 
April of each 10 years—1960, 1970, and so 
on. The constitution now demands that the 
Legislature redistrict itself at the first 
cession after each federal census, or in the 
years 1961, 1971, etc., since it always con- 
venes in the following year after the 
census. 


The "excuse that the census figures are 


not available soon enough for the first 
session is phony on its fece. Everyone in 
Wisconsin, the Legislature included, knew 
what the 1960 census figures were early 
in 1961, if not before. This provided plenty 
of time for the legislators to work out an 
equitable apportionment of seats in time 


Tax-Fee Foundations 


About ten years ago a House of Repre- 


sentatives committee under the chairman- 
ship of Rep. Eugene Cox set out to deter- 
mine whether any of the tax-free founda- 
tions were doling out money to institutions 
or causes or people who were in reality 
trying to subvert democracy or back social- 
istic or communistic ideas. The committee 
found little such evidence although some 
angry charges that the report of the com- 
mittee was a "pathetic whitewash" echoed 
around for awhile. But the foundations 
have not been forgotten by Congress. 


A new investigation is being conducted 


under the direction of Rep. Wright Patman« 
but this time the aim is to find out whether 
some foundations have abused their tax 
free privileges or violated tax laws. Pat- 
man, formerly chairman of the House 
Small Business Committee, is concerned 
about the effect of the foundation grants, 
gifts and loans upon the small business- 
man. But if some of the grants can .be 
shown to heap more problems on small 
businessmen we may be assured that the 
foundations will change in short order. 


In the last eight years the number of 


foundations in this country has jumped 
from about 12,000 to more than 45,000. In 
his investigation of about 534 of the larger 
foundations, Congressman Patman found 
that they have aggregate assets of $10.3 
billion, untaxed receipts of some $7 billion 
in the last ten years and have handed out 
about $3.4 billion in the same length of 
time. The assets just keep on growing. 


There is no question but that the foun- 


dations have contributed tremendously to 
education, research, medicine, science 
and social and cultural needs. They are 
praised by their advocates as reservoirs 
"of free capital available for social pur- 
poses . . . and able to meet needs which 
cannot readily be cared for by individuals 
or by public agencies." But it is also quite

There are two points of view that many

One is that the average 
high school student is already a depraved, 
cigarette-smoking, beer-drinking youngster 


for the 1962 fall elections. What happened? 
The Legislature dillydallied around, as hat 
been pointed out elsewhere, for three 
months after receiving the figures, another 
two months in the fall, again in January, 
1962, and never did finally adjourn. Time 
apparently was not of the essence here. 
Who is to say that a two-year delay, as 
proposed in the constitutional change, 
would make legislators any more likely to 
do what the constitution requires? 


The State Supreme Court has warned 


that it will accept the job to force redis-. 
tricting if the Legislature still has not done 
so by June 1, 1963. The federal court has 
said it will do the same if asked should 
August 1 pass without action. The pro- 
posed amendment, if adopted, would un- 
doubtedly get the hot breaths of the court 
off the legislators and permit them to de- 
lay reapportionment until a couple years 
hence if the device of keeping the present 
session going on is used. Why not wait 
then until the next census on grounds that 
shifting of the state's population has gone 
on apace since the 1960 census? 


The present constitutional requirement 


for reapportionment, regardless of any 
political considerations, at the session im- 
mediately after the census, is a good one. 
The referendum to allow delays ,on this 
important work should be defeated, and 
soundly, by voters on April 2. 


true that the foundations have thrived and 
multiplied not merely through the charit- 
able attitudes of wealthy men and women 
but because of *mr high corporate and per- 
sonal income and inheritance taxes. In fact, 
the growth of foundations is further evi- 
dence of the ingenuity of man to get 
around laws which become too oppressive. 


The charges of "subversion" against 


foundations has mostly died down al- 
though several other investigations have 
been made. Instead the complaints now 
are that foundations have yielded to the 
federal government leadership in such 
controversial fields as race relations and 
civil rights. "A height of grayness and 
mediocrity" has enveloped many founda- 
tions, says another critic, despite the assur- 
ances from some managers of the funds 
that "we do not read the concept of phil- 
anthropic neutrality to mean that founda- 
tions should avoid having a point of view." 
Resolving conflicts is even given as a pur- 
pose for some foundations in that "the 
creative individual . . . thrives on free- 
dom. . . He must be free to believe or 
doubt, agree or disagree. He must be free 
to ask unsettling questions, and free to 
come up with disturbing answers." 


A disturbing answer to charges against 


foundations is that, since their primary 
reason for existence is to avoid tax levies, 
they will modify policies to comply with 
public opinion. As one foundation presi- 
dent put it, not much-money can he poured 
into controversial issues "before social dis- 
approval will bring about restrictive ac- 
tion." 


If there is danger to small businessmen 


from foundations and Congressman Pat- 
man's investigation reveals it, he may be 
sure that the foundations will switch to 
other means of allocating funds. A change 
in tax policy would bring disaster to foun- 
dations as well as to innumerable highly 
important and worthwhile projects.

shift a few 
Harris 


years ago; after driving it. the 
manual shift seemed laborious. 
And I must confess that I wear 
a self-winding watch on my 
wrist, and would not buy one that 
needs to be wound each morning. 


Now a good case could be 


made out — and has been made 
out, by sports car buffs — that 
an automobile is much more in 
control of the driver with a man- 
ual shift and manual steering. 
The big power-operated cars 
tend to drive the driver, often 
into catastrophe. 


But the point is that more and 


more of us have relinquished our 
control over our mechanisms. 
We do nothing by hand or foot 
that can be done by electritirj 
— whether in the kitchen, mow- 
ing the lawn, shoveling the 
snow, driving ihe'car, and even 
tootling around the golf course 
on a mechanized cart. 


I am no? concerned bert with 


the "physical fitness" aspect of 


this trend. What interests and 
perplexes me is the growing con- 
tradiction between our principles 
and our practices in modem 
American society. 


Traditionally, we greatly ad- 


mire the sweat of the brow; but 
soon we may have nothing to 
sweat over. Our Puritan back- 
ground makes us feel that we 
should suffer, at least a little, 
for the goods we receive — but 
our whole technology is designed 
to decrease such suffering to 
the minimal point. 


"Leisure" is not yet a respect- 


able word here: it is just some' 
thing that fills the interstices 
between work. Yet everything to- 
day is planned to give us as 
'much leisure as possible, as lit- 
tle sweat as necessary. On the 
one hand, we are urged to work 
harder: on the other, we keep 
changing our techniques and our 
economy in the direction of less 
effort. 


Perhaps a large part of our 


confusion, and our immobility, is 
due to the face that like Bun- 
dan's ass. we cannot decide be- 
tween the two piles of hay 
equally close to us: the tradition 
of personal effort beckons us one 
way. and the new devices for 
making life easier tavite us the 
other way. 


Out central problem in the 


years ahead may very well turn 
out to be the difhcult task of 
reconciling our beliefs with our 
procedme!. and learning that it 
is impossible to keep both in- 
tact

Calumet and Waupaca coun- 
ties in the number of births. All 
but Waupaca County'ranked above 


the Mtiowl average. 


The composite figures (or Out* 


gamfe County reveal that there 
were M.ltt live births and 7,580 
deaths in the tt years. This re- 
fers to residents only, not no non- 
residents who were born or who 
died in the county. 


The average annual birth rate 


in Outagamie County amounted 
30.7 per 1,000 population. 


In WsMMbago County, the rate 


was Ml per 1,000 population, with 
K.m births recorded and 9.777 
deaths^ fm every person who 
died, 1« residents were born. 


The average annual birth rate 


in Calumet County was 36.7 per 
1,000 population. There were 5.486 


,„ births-and l,7H deaths, or a ratio 


to of 11. 


In Waupaca County, the ratio 


wu 1.1 births for 
with 7,441 Ihre birtna and 4,811 
deaths. The birth rate per 1,800 
population was 11.8. 


Source of the data, asttmbfed 


by the Department of Commerce. 
was the vital statistics gathered 
each year by the U.S. public 
Health Service. Although the rate 
of births in the Fox Cities area 
is still at a high level, such is 
not the case in every part of the 
country. 


Figures indicate that the na- 


tional rate has been dropping for 
the last fit* years, reversing the 
upward trend that had been in 
progrese stoce IMS. 


The birth rate throughout the 


United States averaged 24.7 per 
1,000. It was 15.1 in the East 
North Central States. 


From evidence on hand, it ap- 


pears that the large family era 
is at an end. at least for the 
present. Young couples are wait- 
ing longer to have children and 
older couples stop having chil- 
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dren sooner than they used too. 


What is the reason for t h i s 


change in attitude? One explana- 
tion is that it is becoming in- 
creasingly expensive to raise chil- 
dren. Providing food, clothes and 
education, while carrying the pre- 
sent dav tax load, takes a lot 
of income. 


Added to this is the tighter job 


situation and the trend toward 
apartment living, with its space 
limitations.

Miami branch of .the National 
Association' for the "Advancement 
of Colored People when in 1959 a 
Florida legislative committee de- 
manded he produce the member- 
ship list 


The committee said it wanted 


the list to ask him whether it in- 
cluded any of 14 persons named 
by a committee investigator as 
Communist party members who 
took part in NAACP affairs. 


Race Relations Field 


The chairman told Gibson the 


committee was first concerned 
with the "activities of various or- 
ganizations which have, been or 
are presently operating in this 
state in the field of race rela- 
tions." 


The chairman also said the in- 


quiry would be directed toward 
Communist activities,

"that groups which themselves 
are neither engaged in subversive 
or other illegal or improper activi- 
ties, nor demonstrated to have 
any substantial connection with 
such are to be protected in their 
rights of free and private associ- 
ation." 


He pointed out there was no 


suggestion that the NAACP or its 
Miami branch were subversive 
organizations and that the record 
of the case indicates the NAACP 
is against communism. 


In other words, the court held 


that the Florida committee didn't 
have a real excuse in this case 
to say it was looking for Commu- 
nists in the NAACP and without 
such an excuse it had no right 
to pry in privacy.

For 
a petite, a small but definite 
p r i n t can be recommended 
Heavy, short figures are mini 
mized by small, shadowy motifs 
Conservative, well-spaced designs 
suit the tall, full figure. Moder- 
ately sized and spaced, a print is 
just right for the average stature.
